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Crime Prevention Committee Gives 
Report on Twelve-point Program

The Crime Prevention 
Committee’s 12-point pro¬ 
gram, which recommends 
expanding the police force, 
encouraging Crime Watch 
programs, and implementing 
a statistical crime reporting 
system, was formally adopt¬ 
ed by the City Council on 
Nov. 5. 

Council, which reviewed 
the 21-page program point 
by point at a public hearing 
on Oct. 30, generally agreed 
with the findings of the sev¬ 
en member committee. 

“The core of the program is 
really the first four points,” said 
Crime Prevention Committee 
Chairman Cliff Brown. “We 
wanted to do something that 
would be tailored to the city of 
Greenbelt,” Brown said. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said that 
concern about crime and crime 
prevention programs is “a fever 
that’s catching on and I think 
it will be a very valuable asset 
to the police.” 

Point one: Assure that an ade¬ 
quately manned police force is 
established in Greenbelt. 

The committee recommends 
that council use statistical data 
provided by the FBI to deter¬ 
mine how many police officers the 
city needs. Based on the FBI 
information the city should have 
2.3 sworn police personnel per 
thousand residents. For Green¬ 


belt, with a census population of 
about 17,000, that would require 
about 40 officers. 

According to city staff, the po¬ 
lice department now has 34 offi¬ 
cers of whom four have desk 
jobs and seven are in training. 

Although the final draft of the 
12-point program was completed 
almost a year ago, Brown said 
the committee still feels increases 
in the police force are necessary. 
“At the time we drew this up 
Greenbelt required about 40 
sworn police officers to fall within 
its statistical average,” Brown 
said. 

The program asks council to 
give “serious consideration to ex¬ 
pansion of the city police force 
to meet this statistical average.” 
It adds: “This expansion should 
be accomplished within the next 
three years, as a minimum.” 

The committee also suggested 
that council consider the city’s 
daytime population when allotting 
personnel and personnel ceilings 
within the police department. 
Because Greenbelt has many of¬ 
fice buildings, the city’s daytime 
population is greater than its 
census population. Current per¬ 
sonnel ceilings take into account 
only the city’s census population, 
which the committee feels 
“greatly understates the need for 
police coverage in our commun¬ 
ity.” 

The census population probably 
does not include a substantial 
number of University of Mary¬ 
land students who live in Spring- 


hill Lake, the area of Greenbelt 
that, according to the committee, 
“suffers under the greatest in¬ 
cidence of reported crime.” 

The committee also suggests 
that council expedite the filling 
of vacancies within the police 
department by maintaining an 
“available pool of qualified appli¬ 
cants.” 

Other suggestions include util¬ 
izing officers’ special skills on a 
voluntary basis, encouraging 
more training, exploring possible 
grants and donations, and identi¬ 
fying services that volunteers 
could perform. 

Point two: Implement a city-wide 
neighborhood Crime Watch pro¬ 
gram. 

The committee recommends 
that council and the police de¬ 
partment become more involved 
in the neighborhood Crime Watch 
programs. It suggests that this 
police involvement could be en¬ 
couraged by offering officers “a 
percentage increase in salary for 
so many hours of service.” 

Paul Rawl of Lakewood said, 
the Lakewood Crime Watch 
group, which includes Northway 
homes, has about 66 active mem¬ 
bers. He added that their mobile 
patrol has “probably not missed 
more than a dozen nights in the 
past year.” 

But according to Bob Zugby, 
Crime Watch does not relieve po¬ 
lice, rather it places more de¬ 
mands on them because they re¬ 
ceive more calls.

Citizens Group Petitions for Asphalt 
Pathway to Circle Lake in Attick Park

A petition with 97 signa¬ 
tures asking the city to con¬ 
struct a 4-foot wide asphalt 
path around Greenbelt Lake 
in Attick Park came before 
the City Council on Nov. 5. 
It was referred to the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory 
Board. 

The signatures include 
those of Michael J, Attick 
and Shirley Attick, relatives 
of the late Buddy Attick for 
whom the park was named. 

According to the Public Works 
Department, a 4-foot wide as¬ 
phalt path with a 2-inch thick¬ 
ness would cost about $15,000, 
An 8-foot path, which would 
cover all of the existing trail, 
would cost about $31,000, 

Arthur P. Endres suggested in 
letters to the city that the as¬ 
phalt path would be safer and 
allow handicapped people to bet¬ 
ter enjoy a trip around the lake. 
He also wrote that the asphalt 
path would allow fer an annual 
wheelchair race around the lake 


during the Labor Day Festival. 

According to City Manager 
James K. Giese, the city staff 
does not recommend the 4-foot 
path, which would be about half 
the width of the existing path, 
because it would not provide a 
“uniform appearance to the path” 
and would not eliminate the 
maintenance required for the re¬ 
maining stone and gravel sur¬ 
faces. He did, however, recognize 
that a completely paved path 
would require less maintenance 
and be safer. 

The lake path now has at least 
five surfaces, including compact¬ 
ed dirt, bank run gravel, blue- 
stone or crusher run stone, cin¬ 
ders and asphalt pavement. The 
asphalt pavement is only used 
ip a few areas where stormwa. 
ter runoff would otherwise cause 
erosion of the path. Although the 
initial cost of asphalt is greater, 
it is the cheapest surface to 
maintain and the preferred sur¬ 
face for wheeled vehicles. 

In his agenda comments Giese 
wrote, “Many people express the 
view’ that a gravel or stone path 
is more “natural” in appearance 
and therefore better suited to 


Attick Park. This is a matter of 
taste. I consider the asphalt paths 
located along Crescent Road, 
through the Lakewood Park, in 
the park between four and six 
courts Ridge, and to the Spell¬ 
man overpass to be quite attrac¬ 
tive.” 

Other Business 

—Council also asked the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
to review the possible transfer of 
county owned property in the 
Boxwood area to the city. In 
1970 the transfer of the two buf¬ 
fer strips was approved but not 
made because the city refused to 
pay back taxes on the land. A 
resident recently testified at a 
public hearing that the county’s 
failure to remove fallen trees on 
the land has created some prob¬ 
lems. 

—Council referred the results 
of the senior citizens survey, con¬ 
ducted in May 1984, to the Com¬ 
munity Relations Advisory Board. 
Council also planned to make the 
result available to community 
groups such as Green Ridge 
House and Greenbelt Homes, In¬ 
corporated. 


Council Supports Greenbelt s 
Right to Ride "Limo” Buses

Council, at its Nov. 5 meeting, agreed to assist those 
Greenbelters who have been using the BWI Airport Limo 
Service buses to commute to downtown Washington. The 
situation is ticklish for the city because the purpose of the 
service, up to now heavily subsidized by the State, has 
been to encourage use of BWI through the convenience of 
frequent and inexpensive transportation from major popu¬ 
lation centers to the airport. “They really don’t want com¬ 
muters,” councilmember Richard Pilski, who also works for 
the State Department of Transportation, pointed out. “That 


wasn’t within their franchise. 

Undaunted, council elected to 
help its citizens retain the use 
of the buses between Greenbelt 
and Washington. During that 
portion of the travel route buses 
are generally not filled to capa¬ 
city because many airport pas¬ 
sengers ride only the distance 
from Greenbelt to BWI. 

Half a dozen Greenbelt com¬ 
muters brought their stories to 
council personally. ABC, an Ohio 
bus company, now operates the 
service with the intention of 
making it pay. The Greenbelters 
told their council that during the 
past several years riders were 
told they were really not sup¬ 
posed to use the bus for com¬ 
muting and so should not tell 
others or the service would be 
lost. When the new company took 
over, the commuter service was 
stopped for several days, then 
abruptly begun again, with no 
notice. The company is now sur¬ 
veying ridership, but Greenbelters 
say some of the previous riders 
have not come back yet and so 
will not be counted. Bus fees for 
the commuters have doubled and 
riders feel they are not wanted. 

The most significant problem 
they face, the residents told coun¬ 
cil, is the lack of reasonable al¬ 
ternate transportation for them. 
Many have varying hours elimi¬ 
nating the possibility of van pools 
or frequently arrive back in 
Greenbelt in the evening after 
Metro bus service from New Car¬ 
rollton has stopped. One such rid¬ 
er has found himself, at times, 
to be the only passenger on late 
night limo runs to Greenbelt; an-

another, a young woman who is 
a nurse, regularly returns home 
after midnight safely because of 
the limo service. Their numbers 
may not be large, but their need 
is great, they say. 

“It would be a shame if we 
lost that service,” agreed Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld, who only recently 
had learned of it. “Let’s use 
whatever influence we have,” he 
told council. 

“The City of Greenbelt accepted 
that lot in our community,” added 
councilman Tom White, “provis¬ 
ion of commuter service is a 
reasonable trade-off.” Council un¬ 
animously agreed to write to the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transportation Commission, the 
agency which licenses commuter 
buses and taxis, and to the bus 
company, ABC, urging support 
for Greenbelt’s right to ride the 
limo buses.

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Chronology of Cooperation 

Dear Mayor Weidenfeld 
and Council Members: 

I saw a news item in the 
Greenbelt News Review of Thurs¬ 
day, October 11, 1984, in which 
you stated “I am at a loss to 
know exactly what is happening,” 
referring to the grading being 
performed at the Beltway Plaza. 

Frankly, I am at a loss to un¬ 
derstand how you couldn’t know 
what is happening in view of . . . 
plans and written material given 
to you, your council and your 
Administrative Aides, particular¬ 
ly over the past five months, as 
detailed below. In view of this 
record, I must assume that you 
have been incorrectly quoted. 

On May 30, 1984, we sent the 
City a copy of a letter addressed 
to the State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration . . . regarding the de¬ 
velopment of the Beltway Plaza 
because of the activity which 
was going on in connection with 
the new interchange at the cor¬ 
ner of Greenbelt Road and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue. The letter and ac¬ 
companying site plan contained 
all of our proposals and clearly 
showed that where the hill was 
in the back of the shopping cen¬ 
ter new parking spaces were be¬ 
ing created and the letter to SHA 
discussed in depth the proposed 
plans for the further development 
of the shopping center. 

Thereafter, we were invited to 
attend the July 9, 1984, meeting 
of the Council to discuss our 
plans and the impact of the 
SHA’s road project. Mr. Ruzza 
was asked to come at 10:00 p.m. 
and although he travelled from 
his home an hour and a half, and 
spent from 10:00 p.m. to 2:00 
a.m. waiting to discuss these 
matters with the Council, they 
never got to him. 

However, even at this stage the 
City Manager, Jim Giese, in a 
lengthy memo to the Mayor and 
■Council dated July 13, 1984, 

spelled out in detail our plans 
for development of the shopping 
center. 

Be that as it may, we were 
invited to attend the July 17, 
1984, meeting of the Council in 
order to answer some of Mr. 
Giese’s concerns and at that 
meeting Mr. Ruzza once again 
attended, and ' there was an hour 
and a half discussion of the im¬ 
pacts of the SHA’s road widening 
proposals and the Beltway Plaza 
development plans. The Council 
was given a copy of an ll"xl7” 
plan indicating the removal of the 
hill and the provision for addi¬ 
tional parking for the new AMC 
Theatres which were going to be 
built. At this meeting Mr. Ruzza 
was invited to attend a special 
work session which was to be 
arranged. The proceedings of this 
meeting were recorded in a news 
report in the Prince George’s 
Journal. 

On August 7, 1984, Mr. Ruzza 
attended a work session with the 
Council from 8:00 p.m. to 11:00 
p.m., a period of three hours, and 
once again, the impact of the 
SHA’s project was discussed 
along with the proposed Beltway 
Plaza developments. As a matter 
of fact, Mr. Ruzza gave the

Council a comparative traffic an¬ 
alysis . , . and a plan with re¬ 
spect to the existing and pro¬ 
posed additions and after the 
meeting the Council agreed that 
three of Mr. Ruzza’s recommen¬ 
dations to offset the impact of 
the road work had merit, and 
sent a letter to that effect . . . 
It was at that meeting that Mr. 
Ruzza showed the people at the 
meeting the proposed entrances 
at the rear of the property. Mr. 
Ruzza’s letter of August 8, 1984, 
to the Mayor . . . clearly reviews 
various points which the newspa¬ 
per story says Council was not 
informed about. 

On September 28, 1984, Mr. 
Ruzza received a call from the 
City asking him to attend their 
community advisory planning 
board meeting set for October 3. 
Unfortunately he tried, around 
5:00 p.m. on October 3, when he 
learned of his inability to attend, 
to call the City but he got no 
answer. He called the City Mana¬ 
ger's office and got no answer, 
and he called the police dispatch¬ 
er and left a message that he was 
not going to be able to attend. 
On October 4, he called Mr. Mc¬ 
Laughlin and explained to him 
what had happened and asked 
him to reschedule the meeting. 

I am sure from the chronology 
of cooperation set forth above, 
you must admit that we are at 
least trying to cooperate with 
the City. I don’t think there is 
any warrant for “punishing” us, 
as is being suggested in the 
News Review article, by denying 
us proper access from our prop¬ 
erty to City streets, or to con¬ 
duct a “witch hunt” in order to 
find minuscule violations so that 
they can be used as leverage 
against us. As a matter of fact, 
I understand that the trucks 
which were carrying the earth 
from our site were stopped many 
times unnecessarily for inspec¬ 
tions which delayed the progress 
of the work and has cost us extra 
money. 

This doesn’t seem like fair 
treatment of a developer-taxpay¬ 
er who has contributed so heavily 
to employment, real estate taxes, 
sales taxes and the convenience 
and welfare of the residents of 
the City and County. 

As a matter of fact, as you 
undoubtedly remember, with re¬ 
spect to the matter of curb cuts, 
when we dedicated what is now 
Cherrywood Lane to the City and 
contributed valuable acreage so 
that Springhill Lake could have 

a direct exit to Greenbelt Road,

GHI Budget Process Includes TV 
Presentation; Members Stay Away

Five members of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., attended a 
televised meeting on Oct. 23 designed to be the presentation 
of the 1985 GHI budget to the membership. Whether mem- ( 
bers stayed home because they could watch the presenta-' 
tion on television or because some felt intimidated by the 
prospect of asking questions before the camera (as sugges¬ 
ted subsequently by member Lucille Jacoby), those present 
were vastly outnumbered by the board of directors and man¬ 
agement staff. 


In an opening statement, GHI 
General Manager Ron Colton ex¬ 
plained that in the 1985 budget 
costs of individual programs are 
shown. Pointing to the proposed 
1.82 % increase in operating costs, 
he added that the stabilization of 
operating costs, contemplated 
when rehab was undertaken, is 
now beginning to be realized. 
Comptroller Don McGinn then 
“walked through” the budget’s 
more important points. 

Member Steve Curtis ques¬ 
tioned the expenditure, which he 
estimated at $40,000, for con¬ 
tinued employment of an assist¬ 
ant general manager. Curtis said 
he had understood the position 
was to be dropped after rehab 
was completed. Audit Committee 
member Katherine Keene pointed 
out that a management consultant 
firm had recommended before re¬ 
hab that an assistant manager 
be hired to relieve the manager 
from being preoccupied too much 
by details. 

President Margaret Hogensen 
supported the assistant manager 
position when, later in the meet¬ 
ing, she singled out the “planning 
element” in management for par¬ 
ticular praise in the last few 
years. She emphasized how im¬ 
portant this element has become, 
citing long-range fiscal planning, 
bond issues, as well as state and 
national legislative initiatives as 
examples of the complicated is¬ 
sues management must deal with. 
She noted that it is very impor¬ 
tant for the general manager to 
have time to deal with such 
issues. 

Curtis also raised a question 
about the advisability of starting 
a garden center service for mem¬ 
bers. He noted the seasonal na¬ 
ture of the demand. Colton re¬ 
plied that this undertaking was 
already being reconsidered and 
that he had been in touch with 
local nurseries about setting up 
such a center temporarily during 
the peak season. Curtis also 
stated that he strongly supported 
the proposed 5% increase in staff

salaries. 

IjUCu ie Jacoby asked why fire 
insurance charges are almost 
twice as high for masonry homes 
as for frame homes. McGinn re¬ 
plied that the charges are based 
on the original sale price of the 
homes; masonry homes sold for 
about twice as much as the 
frame. 

The televised meeting was an 
all-GHI production. The camera¬ 
man, Bryan Crick, is a member 
of the GHI staff. According to 
Betty Cookson of the Member 
Services staff, she and Crick were 
among six staff members who 
recently completed a Storer train¬ 
ing course in handling the TV 
camera. 

Board Meeting 

The second presentation of the 
budget to the board of directors, 
which took place at the regular 
board meeting on Octover 23, 
brought no changes in major 
budget items. The budget is ex¬ 
pected to be adopted by the board 
at its November 8 meeting. At 
the October 25 board meeting, 
Treasurer Don Volk, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, reported 
that the committee had reviewed 
the budget and had no problems 


to raise. 

Boiler Room Uses 

In other business, the board 
heard a report from Technical 
Services head Jay Freedman, who 
had surveyed Boiler Roopi 24, one 
of the large boiler rooms, to de¬ 
termine what the cost would be 
to put it in usable condition. He 
estimated that making the build¬ 
ing suitable for a large meeting 
hall with no fixed seating would 
cost between $39,000 and $47,000. 
In reply to a question from Di¬ 
rector Wayne Williams, Freed¬ 
man estimated it would cost $15,- 
000 to bulldoze the building. The 
board then reviewed a list of 
uses for the boiler room which 
bad been suggested in a survey 
of members. Among the sugges¬ 
tions which remained on the list 
at the end were community cen¬ 
ter, arts and crafts center, han¬ 
dicapped housing, laundromat, in¬ 
door swimming pool and private 
living space. 

The board approved by unani¬ 
mous vote the draft of the Rules 
and Regulations section on Pro¬ 
vision of Information to mem¬ 
bers; action on the section deal¬ 
ing with Members’ Complaints 
was deferred. Also by unanimous 
vote the board approved a mo¬ 
tion to retain Stegman and 
Company to perform the 1984 
audit for GHI as they have done 
for the last three years. This 
move was recommended by the 
Finance Committee and concurred 
in by the Audit Committee since 
this is the last year of accounting 
for rehab. 

Colton reported briefly on a

GHI Maintenance Department staff will show members how 
to save time and money by making small home repairs on such 
items as aerators, locks and knobs.

meeting held October 24 with the 
members in the larger town- 
houses. He said there appeared 
to be a consensus on the need for 
slab and brick veneer work. He 
proposed to identify the worst 
units and get cost estimates for 
these. He also outlined a plan 
to get siding samples and costs 
for each for the inspection of 
members. He said that the group 
appeared to be moving away 
from pay-as-you-go financing. 

GDC and GHIDC 

The board also conducted meet¬ 
ings of the Greenbelt Develop¬ 
ment Corporation and the Green¬ 
belt Homes Inc., Development 
Corporation. At the GHIDC meet¬ 
ing, the quarterly financial state¬ 
ment was presented. It showed 
the actual total cost of rehab to 
be $17,741,806, about $90,000 less 
than had been estimated last 
quarter. The GHIDC board also 
received a recommendation from 
Corporation Counsel Pat Clancy 
that the corporation be main¬ 
tained for some time despite its 
relative inactivity now that rehab 
is complete. 

The budget of the Greenbelt 
Development Corporation, which 
owns rental property in Green¬ 
belt, was presented to the GDC 
board. The budget proposed a 
2.4% increase in rents (about $5 
per month per tenant) for 1985.

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Funds Transferred lor Youth Center 
Work and Attick Park Landscaping 
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by Leta Mach 

At its November 5 meet¬ 
ing city council considered 
several items of old business 
— most of which will reap¬ 
pear on future agendas. But 
one item which did receive 
final action — a resolution 
to transfer funds within de¬ 
partments — took consider¬ 
able time as staff was asked 
to do additional research 
during the meeting. The 
resolution, which was intro¬ 
duced during the first half- 
hour of the meeting, trans¬ 
ferred $215,300 from the re¬ 
serves for capital improve¬ 
ments to accounts for street 
maintenance, parks, and 
Youth Center major main¬ 
tenance. 

City Manager James Giese ex¬ 
plained that the city was ready 
to begin work on the project, 
which included resurfacing of the 
Youth Center roof and recon¬ 
struction and landscaping work 
to Attick Park. Although numer¬ 
ous street resurfacing projects 
would wait until spring, the 
money was needed now because 
the city would be joining a county 
contract for street work. 

Such resolutions are usually 
approved almost automatically. 
This time, however, council mem¬ 
ber Thomas White questioned 
when the projects had been ap¬ 
proved by city council. Action 
on the matter was thus held off 
until the end of the evening, 
when staff presented minutes of 
the meetings at which the proj¬ 
ects had been approved. The reso¬ 
lution was then approved unani¬ 
mously for second reading and 
final passage. 

A charter amendment prohibit¬ 
ing discrimination in the hiring 
of employees passed second read¬ 
ing quickly and unanimously. Like 
all charter amendments, the reso¬ 
lution will become effective after 
SO days from passage unless it 
is petitioned to referendum within 
JO days of passage.

lution also stalled until city so¬ 
licitor Emmett Nanna suggested 
a compromise. The proposed char¬ 
ter amendment would have re¬ 
moved the language on the spe¬ 
cific limit for cost of purchases 
that are awarded on the basis of 
competitive bids. Instead the spe¬ 
cific limit would be placed in city 
ordinances. Staff’s reasoning for 
this change was that it was eas¬ 
ier and less costly to make 
changes in ordinances than in the 
charter. 

The matter had come up be¬ 
cause staff felt the current limit 
of $2,500 was too low. The man¬ 
ager explained in his memo to 
council, “The cost of the bidding 
process, both to the city and to 
the vendors, is too great to make 
the process work to the benefit 
of the city.” The current limit 
had been set about ten years ago, 
when it was raised from the orig¬ 
inal limit of $1,000. 

Council member White opposed 
taking this power from the char¬ 


ter. He was instead agreeable to 
raising the limit. Citizen Keith 
Chernikoff also spoke in opposi¬ 
tion to the amendment. 

Asked for his advice, Nanna 
suggested amending the charter 
to a high limit of $10,000 and 
setting a lower limit in city or¬ 
dinance. The city ordinance could 
then be amended easily until the 
charter limit was reached. Grate¬ 
ful for the compromise, council 
moved to table the charter 
amendment. Staff was directed 
to work on the new suggestion. 

Parking Restriction 

A unanimous council motion 
directed staff to prepare another 
ordinance, which would restrict 
parking in the city parking aisle 
nearest the co-op supermarket 
and in the parking area between 
the supermarket and the theater. 
The restriction is to two-hour 
parking between the hours of 8 
a.m. and 10 p.m. every day. 

Jim Cassels of Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Cooperative had originally 


approached council for such a re¬ 
striction so that Co-op customers 
would have a place to park. City 
staff noted that the area is used 
extensively by residents of the 
red-brick apartments. The re¬ 
striction is designed to help shop¬ 
pers, while still allowing residents 
to use the parking areas at night. 

Two items of old business were 
deferred. Council decided to wait 
to review a Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 


mission facade study of Roose¬ 
velt center mall until receiving 
a comprehensive staff report on 
the center. The second meeting 
in December was set as a dead¬ 
line. Consideration of a change 
in the city’s election date was 
deferred until the next council 
meeting because the matter had 
been referred to the Board of 
Elections, which had scheduled 
a meeting on the matter for No¬ 
vember 7.

At its regular meeting, held on November 5, 1984, the City Coun¬ 
cil of Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolu¬ 
tion Number 1984-3 (Resolution No. 580), and the following title 
of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MU¬ 
NICIPAL”, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICI¬ 
PAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983 EDITION AS A- 
MENDED) AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LE¬ 
GISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF 
THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND 
OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 36, TITLE “SAME-POWERS”, TO PROVIDE 
THAT THE THIRD PARAGRAPH SHALL BE TITLED (c) AP¬ 
POINTMENTS BASED ON QUALIFICATIONS; DISCRIMIN- 
INATION PROHIBITED., AND TO BROADEN THE PROVI¬ 
SIONS OF THIS SECTION. 

The above Charter amendment shall become and be considered a 
part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, accord¬ 
ing to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective 
and observed as such, upon the 25th day of December, 1984, unless 
on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be the 
15bh day of December. 1984, there shall be presented to the Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by regis¬ 
tered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty percent or 
more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular election of the 
City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter amendment 
be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt. 
A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution 1984-3 is 
posted in the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with 
the requirements of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Annota¬

Also suggested was an identifi¬ 
cation program that would use 
driver’s license numbers to help 
police identify stolen property. 

Home security checks, training 
sessions and more publicity for 
local Crime Watch groups and 
their methods were suggested by 
the committee, which felt coun¬ 
cil could help unify the various 
groups through its active sup¬ 
port. 

Point Three: Implement a statis¬ 
tical analysis crime reporting 
system in Greenbelt. 

The committee recommends 
that council continue its support 
for the development of a sound 
crime statistics program, assur¬ 
ing that council’s “instructions 
regarding implementation of such 
a program are aggressively car¬ 
ried out by city staff.” 

Brown said that a report of 
crime patterns should be given 
to local Crime Watch groups and 
that the cable TV channel could 
be used to educate residents. 

Citizens attending the meeting 
expressed a desire to have more 
information about the police de¬ 
partment and the crimes com¬ 
mitted in their neighborhoods. 

Councilman Richard Pilski said 
homes billed for city trash col¬ 
lection could receive crime infor¬ 
mation and crime prevention sug¬ 
gestions with their bills. 

Point Four: Implement a business 
Crime Watch program. 

This program would provide 
the services of the Crime Preven¬ 
tion committee and the Greenbelt 
Police Department to the busi¬ 
ness community and encourage 
the business community to assist 
the committee in its efforts to 
implement crime prevention pro¬ 
grams. 

Weidenfeld said the business 
Crime Watch program is an im¬ 
portant aspect of the 12-point 
program because businesses 
"bring in a lot of people that 
would not ordinarily be there.” 
Point Five: Conduct seminars on 
the prevention of violent crimes 
against persons. 

This program is aimed at edu¬ 
cating people on how to avoid 
potentially dangerous situations, 
to respond once confronted, and 
to control environmental and per¬ 
sonal security to reduce the like¬ 
lihood of violent crimes. 

Various means of implementa¬ 
tion could be used, including pre¬ 
sentations, displays, newspaper 
articles, and possible distribution 
of noisemakers. 


Point Six: Implement a Crime- 
solvers reward program. 

The committee recommends 
that a board of trustees be 
formed to raise funds and or¬ 
ganize a Crimesolvers program. 
This program, once established,' 
would be non-profit and independ¬ 
ent of the city. 

Point Seven: Implement a drug 
awareness program. 

The committee recommends 
that the council support the 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
program, “Staying Alive,” which 
combats teen drug and alcohol 
abuse. 

Pilski said the city’s biggest 
problem is drug abuse and the 
city must get the drug sellers 
out of town. 

Point Eight: Rejuvenate the 
Court Parent program. 

The committee suggests that 
council coordinate a city-wide 
Court Parent program rather 
than allow the programs to exist 
only in some areas. 

“Part of the program is to 
train kids how to say no” to 
strangers who might pose a 
threat or endanger the child. 
Point Nine: Implement a youth 
crime prevention program. 

The committee recommends 
that the program be structured 
for goals set by the city. Such 
goals could include completion of 
courses and participation in local 
activities. 

Brown expressed disappoint¬ 
ment that these programs had 
experienced a decline in partici¬ 
pation among young people. 

Point Ten: Implement a senior 
citizen crime prevention program. 

Weidenfeld said, “Senior citi¬ 
zens are a very valuable resource 
because they are often home and 
spiware of what is going on in the 
neighborhood.” 

Point Eleven: Implement a citi¬ 
zen awareness and education pro¬ 
gram on drinking and driving. 

This program would inform 
people and try to reduce drunk 
driving incidents. 

Brown said that restaurants 
might be willing to install 
Breathalizers because laws now 
make it possible to hold the res¬ 
taurant liable for some actions 
by people leaving the bar under 
the influence of alcohol. 

Point Twelve: Recommend selec¬ 
tive legislative enactments to the 
State Legislature. 

Since the 12-point program 
was first drafted, some of the 
selected laws have been enacted.

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Lakesiders Quiz Police 
Chief on Crime Prevention 

Greenbelt Police Chief Frank Hutson met with Lake¬ 
side Citizens Association members on Oct. 3 to discuss the 
possibility of starting a crime prevention program. In¬ 
vited by association president David Lange to discuss “the 
nature of the problem in general and crime watch in par¬ 
ticular,” Chief Hutson outlined a program for making the 
neighborhood more secure. 

He said he strongly supports 
neighborhood crime watch pro¬ 
grams if the residents are ready 
to put in the time it takes to par¬ 
ticipate. He emphasized that 
neighborhood watch does not 
have to be mobile — static wat¬ 
ches or walking watches can be 
very effective if properly organ¬ 
ized. He also challenged Lake¬ 
side residents to upgrade secur¬ 
ity devices on their home and 
advised, “Don’t put a $10 lock 
on an expensive house.” 

Hutson gave a list of precau¬ 
tions homeowners should take 
before leaving their homes. This 
list included many preventive 
measures which homeowners are 
urged to undertake before going 
on vacation, such as putting 
lights on timers and closing ga¬ 
rage doors. Hutson, however, 
pointed out that these same kinds 
of precautions should be taken 
when the house will be empty for 
just a few hours because “it 
doesn’t take long to break in and 
take valuables.” 

When Hutson invited ques¬ 
tions, he got, lots of them. The 
questions showed concern with 
everything from telephone calls 
in which the caller hangs up as

soon as the phone is answered 
tc what to do if sounds of break¬ 
ing and entering are heard in 
the night. Hutson, acknowledging 
that there is usually no answer 
to such questions, gave advice 
based on his long experience in 
police work and his knowledge of 
statistical studies of criminal be¬ 
havior. He strongly advised hav¬ 
ing a telephone in the bedroom. 

In emergencies such as a 
crime in progress, he urged 
Greenbelt residents to call the 
Greenbelt police emergency num¬ 
ber (474-5454) rather than cal¬ 
ling 911. Response time will be 
quicker if the Greenbelt depart¬ 
ment is called directly, he said. 
He added that average response 
time to emergency calls is seven 
minutes. 

The questions directed at 
Chief Hutson were so numerous 
that Lange eventually had to call 
an end to the session. Members 
present agreed to take individu¬ 
al actions to tighten home se¬ 
curity, thus increasing the gen¬ 
eral level of security in the 
neighborhood. According to 
Lange, the association will con¬ 
sider furnishing further informa¬ 
tion and demonstrations of se¬ 
curity measures.
